Doubtless each portion of the confederacy did its
duty. and doubtless each portion stands ready in like
manner to do it again. We draw no line of 1nvidi-
ous distinction ; it is to the assumption of an invidi-
ous claim to peculiar patriotism and services on the
part of the South, not founded in faet and injurious
to the fair fame of the free North and West, that we
are replying.  Independent of-the general interest
which the subject naturaily possesses, it seemed to us
proper to show from authentic sonrces, that while the
South did her full duty, she did no more ; and either
section would have done thrice as much had the ex-
igency demanded.
